§ Mantly : Count Schonborn, the Empe- 
rour’s Minifter, having finifhed his Nego- 
* ciation at the Court of Berlin, was on his 
‘ Departure from thence: The King had 
* made him a Prefent of a Set of fine Coach- 
© Horfes. Notwichftanding the Report {pread 
* here, chat che Pleniporentiaries of France 
* after the Departure of the Imperial Mi- 
‘ nifters from hence, would be goin 
* likewife in the beginning of June, an 
thac they had a@tually received Paffports 
* from che Srates for the Security of their 
* Baggage, they now give ont thae chey will 
* continue here during the Month of June, 
and pr@bably they may prolong their Stay,

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Hague, June 3.6 We have received Ad- 
vice by an Exprefs, chat che 29th of daft 
* Month both che Caftle and Town of Na- 
* mur were evacuated to the States-General, 
* wich all che Fostifications and Dependenees. 
The French Commandant did ar firft infitt 
* upon fome Preroydtives for the Elector of 
* Bavaria’s Governour, and that fome Troops 
* of the Eleétor of Cologne, fhould remain 
* in the Caftie till further Order ; but he de- 
* fitted at laft, che Durch Commiflaries in- 
* filting on the clear Execution of what had 
* been flipulated. We are now expecting to

* rier from Vienna, with very prefling Let-
